LETTER FROM PARIS,

The Inevitable Contest— What Will
Franove Do—Lord Brongham iu Pariv—
Parix Tonentresn—Miscelianeons Items,
Ete. Ete,

[EVENING TRLEGRA P EPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE,]
Panris, June 6.—To-day, the 6th of June, the

officinl Moniteur gives us the following note,

which may be looked upon us the prelude to the
dance that is aboutkto begin in Europe:-

“‘We hear (rom Londoo that the English Gov-
ernment, ns well o« the Russtan, have informed
the Cabinet of the Tulleries that, in thelr
opimon, the reservations ol Ausiria in aceepting
a diplomatic couference to settle the matters
now at tssue, will prevent any meseting of the
kind from having any useful result.” Thus,
good-bye to the Conference.

What are the reservations of Austria? Our
Emperor has learned what they are from the
mouth of Prince Metternich, He says Austria
will not object to a Conierence, on condition
that all the powers represented will abstain from
demunding any territorial acgrandisement or
the cession of Venetia; therefore the nceeptance
of the Coaference by Austris is coupled with
guch conditions that may be said to practically
amount to a refusal, It was on the 1st ot June
that the political borizon, already very dark, he-
tame quite overhung with heavy elouds, which
may burst at any moment,

In the meeting held that day at the Diet of
¥Frankiort, Austrin virtually forestalled the decl-
glon of the Conlerence respecting the Elbe
Duchies, and threw down the gauntlet openly
to Prustis by making over Holsteio to the Con-
jederation, und orderiug Geovral Gublens o
convoke the States of that Duchy. Prussin has
protested with energy, und has declared that
it the Diet supporte Austria in carrying out the
moeasures which ghe has announeed, it (Prussia)
will consider itaclf free to act accordingly. A
telegram sent to us to-day from Kiel informs
nus that Prussia considers the treaty of Gastein
to be formaily broken, and will shortly seud
troops into Holstein to assert its rights, Thus
the fnmous casws belli is found at last, and
Austrin so far has been successtul in avoiding
the trap which has been laid for her to begin
the anack.

WAR INEVITABLE,

We are now listening with attention lor the
first cannon shot, What will France do is now
the question. For the preseut the Emperor
will remain nenter, but there is no doubt buat
that he wi'l take part in the great struggle
about to begin in Europe. The stranger sojourning
in France would see at present nothing unusual,
no iroops marching hither and thither;all secmns
quiet, but it is most probubly the calm which
Jprecedes the storm,

It 15, however, well known that we are ever
ready tor any emergency, and within twenty-
four hours, by the aid of the railway, we might
have an army either o ltaly or on the banks of
the Rhine. 1 know from authentic sources that
within s week all tne superior officers and all
the aidesdecamp ol the Emperor and Prince
Napoleon have purchased everything necessary
tor & miatary campmign, There 18 already a
talk of o tresh loan of a million to cover the
expenses of the war,

Everything looks black, and the opinion is
that the war will not be localized, but that it
will be general, and that the majority ol the
leading powers will take a part init. Englind,
it appears, 1s Dow very hostile to Italy, which is
fortifying all the ports of the Moditerranean.
Russia, after someo hesitation, seems inctined to
gide with Austria, Eyen Spain, nou satisgiod
with the giory of the bombardment of Valparaiso,
a town which could offer no resistance, and the
wretched state ol w8 Ansnces, bas, 1l qaid, con-
cluded a treaty, offensive and defensive, with

France. It s not withoot an object that O'Don-
nel) 's angmenting the army to 1ne amount of
85,000 men,
